Questioned as to his experiences 
in the north Mr. Radford said that he 
travelled by the Athabaska and Siave 
rivers to Fort McPherson, where he 
acquainted with the Esquimaux, 
While there he made a map of the

bison country and explored east of 
the Slave river and into the Barren 
Lands, where no traveller has been 
since SamuelsHuron went there LG 
a hundred years ago. 

While in the (Caribou Barren Landy 
he met with the ‘Carribou-eater In- 
dians and hunting with them, shot a

Mr. Radford remarked, seemd 
to'be too rocky to ever be of any use 
agricultural purposes, tbut, al- 
though he did not pay a great deal of 
attention to the subject, all minerals 
seemed to be well represented. 

Mr. Radford has not nearly finish- 
cd his researches into the life of the 
wood ‘bison, and only came to town ¢o 
transact some business. Incidentally, 
he is locking for an assistant and com- 
pinion who will accompany him back 
into the north for a ‘few years. 

How He Shot It 
When asked as to the size of the 
skin-and how the bison had been cap- 
tured ‘Mr, Radford said) that accord- 
ing to figures it was larger than any 
anintal yet shot, Jt was hauled by 
dog teams fifty miles back to his 
cump and on (being placed ina warm 
atmosphere took a week to thaw suf- 
ficiently to permit of its being skin- 
ned. When it was skinned it 
found that the skin alone on the fore- 
‘head: was four inches. thick.

I 
made no remark to the reporter from 
which he could in any way draw the 
conclusion that I had any contest in 
mind concerning the skin, and the re- 
porter never asked me if f would con- 
test the possession of the skin with 
any living person. I fear that the 
fabrication is a malicious one in view 
of the context of the interview and 
previous ‘allusions made to my trip in 
the northern country.”

chamber this afternoon indicates that 
a compromise is more hopeful than 
has been anticipated. Unless rupture 
occurs during recess, little further of 
an official character is likely .to be 
heard regarding the negotiations until 
parliament reassembles on Novy. 15. 
Will Continue Conferences. 
Mr. Asquith, after stating that the 
conferences in the course of the meet- 
ings had surveyed the ficld of contro- 
versy carefully, said: 
“The result is that our discussions 
made such progress, although we have 
not so far reached an agreement, as 
to render the opinion of all of us 
not only was it desirable, but neces- 
sary that they should continue. In 
fact, | may go further. we will think 
it wrong at this stare to break them 
off? 
The Premier added that if further 
deliberations showed no prospects of 
an agree ment that could be anucane- 
ed! in parliment at present session, 
the conferencce would be closed.

UNITED WIRELESS 
INQUIRY NOW ON 


Federal Grand Jury Still Investi- 
gating the New York 
Company, 


New York, July 29.—The Federal 
Grand Jury is still actively engaged 
in the investigations of the affairs of 
the United Wireless Company of 42 
Broadway. = Arthur M. King, who 
appeared as counsel for Col Christo- 
pher C Wilson and Samuel S. Bog- 
art, president and vice-president of 
that company, at the time of their ar- 
rest several weeks ago, said yesterday 
that practically the entire office force 
of the wireless company had been sub- 
pa@naed to testify. Several of the 
clerks and others were on hand yes- 
terday in response to subpcenas. 

The investigation is said to be along 
the lines indicated in the complaint 
of the post office inspector on which 
the warrants for Col Wilson's and Mr. 
Bogart’s arrest were issued. ‘The com- 
pany charged use of the mails in a 
scheme to defraud in connection with 
the sale of the United Wireless stock. 
W. W. Tompkins, president of the 
New York Selling Agency, 18 Broad- 
way,’ who had charge of the United 
Wireless company's stock sales, is al- 
so under arrest. All three men are 
out on bail. 

The investigation is expected to last 
several days yet.

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RAILWAYS AND POPULATION 


The Bulletin in commenting on the 
press excursion being conducted in 
the Peace River country fby Mr. J. 
K. ‘Cornwal!t, M.P.P., says: 

“To encourage a rush of people 
with small means or no means at all 
into a remote district is anything tbut 
publicly wise and anything but right, 
however rich that district may be and 
however assured of a splendid future 
when the means of communication 
are established with the outside world. 
The Peace River expedition which is 
really needed is an expedition of mule 
teams aud wheel scrapers, taking one 
end of a railway along with them. 
“hat epfedition cannot be got under 
way too soon, and when it is got un- 
der way the praises of the country 
cannot be too foudly sing.” 

But it was only dast ‘March and 
April that the Bulletin had a series 
of editorial articles in which it was 
strongly set forth that railways should 
follow people, not people the rail- 
ways. The fact that there were so 
few persons iu the country to be serv- 
ed ‘by the A. & G. W. was advanced 
over and over again as a telling ar- 
gument against the enterprise. This 
was a position wh'ch The ‘Capital 
strongly criticized at the time, this 
paper taking tht ground that when it 
had been shown that a territory was 
fit to sustain a large population it 
was the duty of the government to 
see to it that ft was opened up. There 
is more reason, it seems to us, why a 
government should aid a genuine col- 
oifization. line than any other class 
of road. “Where the peoplo already. 
are, established. companics will soon 
provide proper transportation facili 
ties for them. Alberta can add great- 
ly to its wealth and population by 
having a railroad built into its| north 
country and most people will. cor- 
dially agree with the Bulletin about 
this being the first requirement in it; 
colonization. It is satisfactory to see 
that it is-abandoning its recent posi- 
tion, even though the curve it takes is 
a rather sharp one.

NEWSPAPERS AND PRIZE 
FIGHTS 


— 


Attention has “been called by To- 
conto Saturday Night to the fact that 
on July sth the Toronto morning 
paper which published the best writ- 
ten account of the fight sold upwards 
of sixty thousand copies. Its normal 
circulation on days other than Satur- 
day is between forty-two and forty- 
three’ thousand. nother morning 
paper which ‘prides itself on its high 
moral tone and declining to tolerate 
the phrase “prize fight,” publishes ac- 
counts of prize fights under the title 
“Boxing,” increased its normal cir- 
culation by three thousand. One has 
not at hand the figures of the evening 
papers as to sales of special editions 
on the evening of the fight, but they 
must have been enormous. It is haz- 
ardous to say, adds ‘Saturday Night, 
that a sport is doomed when the ‘gen- 
eral public, which in the ultimate is- 
sue rules all things, takes.such an ab- 
normal interest in it. 

Every newspaper has had to un- 
dergo its share of criticism for spwb- 
lishing such news. The, facts abovg 
cited show how utterly unjust this is. 
No newspaper can afford to be above 
its public. It must mirror the life 
of the people and.it is according as 
their interest increases or decreases 
in events of different kinds that it is 
pound to give large or small space to 
them. The Chicago Tribune, one of 
the highest types of journals‘in the 
world, has this valuable reference to 
make to the subject: 

The Tribune has received and print- 
eda number of communications. cal- 
ling attention to the ludicrous incon- 
sistency of the newspaper protest 
against the display of the Johnsgn- 
Jeffries fight pictures. ‘The corres- 
ich say that they do not approve 
of the pictures, (but that they, are ap- 
palled by the journalistic hypocrisy 
which can devote a year to giving 


, 


publicity to the preparations for the 
fight, surrender pages to a detailed 
account of it, supplement this ‘by 
printing photographs of its most ago-, 
nizing moments, and then complacent- 
ly demand the suppression of the mov- 
ing pictures. ” 

The Tribune comments on this 
merely to say that it is in full accord 
with its correspondents and to call 
their attention to the fact that it has 
‘not lifted its voice against the films. 
It borrows a phrase from numerous 
letters on the subject, and says that 
it does not-approve of the pictures, 
but it values consistency a ‘bit too 
highly to put itself in the attitude. of 
the Pecksniffiian protestant. 

The Tribune gave its readers every- 
thing about the prize fight ‘that it 
could get worth printimg, and possib- 
ly something that was not worth 
printing. It did so because the pubv- 
lic was more interested in that fight 
than it ‘has wbeen in any other event 
of the year. So the circulation man- 
ager informs the editor. It suspects 
that the public was unore interested in 
it than in the Lorimer exposure. It 
gave nearly a page to the report of 
the Legislative Voters’ league, Ibut 
because it thought its readers ought 
to ‘be interested rather than because it 
was certain’ they would be. 

All the hypocrisy is not journalis- 
tic. cA plentiful supply of it can be 
found in estimable homes. That, how- 
ever, is not the point. The thing the 
Tribune, wishes to emphasize is that 
for the reasons which have come so 
readily to its readers it is not pro- 
testing against the fight pictures. It is 
printing the news regarding ‘the pro- 
test. That is al. 

The hands—journalistic and other- 
wise—raised in protest must ihe clean 
hands and we fear that they «will tbe 
sadly in the minority. »

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_ REMARKS ABOUT THE EXHIBITION 


¢ 


I will admint in the outset that it 
is expecting too much of any Jair as- 
ssociation that they should control 
things to suit everybody, and as many 
(of our associations in the west are 
only in their infancy, we might: on 
that account overlook a few of their 
imperfections. Those that have been 
through the mill know what it is to 
take their medicine in the show rings. 
though Nis not always the fault of 
the fair wianagement that exhibitors 
are not treated as they should be, a 
great deal could be done to give some 
of them better satisfaction, We us- 
ually find in looking over‘a premium 
list a series of regulations and rules 
supposed to be complied with by all 
exhibitors, superintendents, and all 
judges of every division, and which 
should by every fair association, hhow- 
ever short its existerice, who wish to 
make their fair a successs,. be strictly 
enforced and: adhered to. One rule 
laid down in the stock _uecpartment 
that should be observed a little closer 
by some exhibitors is “that all animals 
entered for competition must be in 
by.a specified time on a certain date.” 
At present there are but very few 
who comply with this rule, although 
it would be quite convenient for them 
to do so. We have noticed that some 
exhibitors who live in the local dis- 
tricts surrounding the fair grounds 
have a habit of first seeing what the 
outsider has to show before they 
bring in their own stock. Of-course, 
we do not wish to say that this 
scheme is practiced everywhere, but 
there are instances where it has come 
under our notice, and it would be well 
if some means were adopted to put 
a stop'to it. If a man can't depend 
on his own judgement, and take 
his stock onto the ground. at the 
proper time as Jaid down in the rules, 
without first making a visit there to 
see what the other fellow has got 
to show against him, he should be 
made to stay out altogether. There 
is absolutely no excuse for anyone 
living just a few miles away from 
bringing his stock in a day or two 
late. Most breeders who make it a 
practice of showing every year, and 
the men who usually mect with the 
best success, try and arrange it so 
as to have their stock on the grounds 
at least a day or two ahead of-time, 
if possible. This method should be 
adopted by all who are anxious as 
to the welfare of their stock, as they 
are settled down and become accus- 
tomed to their strange surroundings 
by the time the gates are opened 
for spectators. 


But, again, this method has its draw- 
backs in the fact that some fair as- 
sociations never think of placing a 
competent man’on the ground for the 
purpose of directing exhibitors to 
their allotted places, before the day 
announced for the opening of the fair. 
The consequences are that the stock 
is as like’as not inthe wrong stalls, 
and when the superintendents do get 
around an unusual lot of chopping 
and changing is the result. 

Then, again, there is always air up- 
roar about water. In hot. weather 
where there is_a large number of 
animals, congregated together, there 
is a. large and‘constant demand for a 
good, convenient supply of pure wa- 
ter. This is another fact often over- 
looked by some fair a: sciations, and 
the ‘arrangements for watering the 
stock, consequently, are very incon- 
venient and ‘badly arranged. 

We have always been of the opinion 
that the purpose of live stock shows 
was to encourage the development 
and breeding of rgsetired sctoicofthd 
and breeding of registered stock. Yet 
we are sorry to sav. at some of them 
there are stilll premiums offered for, 
grade stock. To allow. grade stock 
to compete for premiums is certain- 
ly not adopting the right course to 
induce’ the owners of them to keep 
and use registered sires. Indeed, it 
has a strong tendency to encourage 
them to continue breeding them in 
that line. ; 

In all departments competent judges 
should be employed, and in no case 
should any Jocal men be selected: to 
act as judges that are likely to be 
influenced by exhibitors. 

Proper arenas should he provided for 
thepurpose of judging live stock in, 
and the public or anyone not in charge 
of stock, should not be allowed to 
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enter these while the judges are per-

The syndicate has sufficient 
belief in his possibilities to guarantee 
him the backing if he will only sup- 
ply the products of his brain. ; 

The syndicate is to take the great- 
est of precaution against their money 
being wasted, and the papers to be 
sent to Washington contain some re- 
markable provisions. 

He is to be i.ept from “joy riding” 

or aeroplaning by a provision which 
says that “said Hickey further agrees 
that he will ride on novy, Gat modern 
safety guarded conveyances.” The 
agreement further provides that Hick- 
ey shall forfeit $10,000 if ‘he shall 
withdraw or violate without due 
course any article of the agrement. 
" Mr. Hickey has working models 0; 
many of his inventions, which include 
two improvements on the telephone, 
a flying machine, a concrete form 
which will do away with much steel 
construction, and a steam valve which 
he claims will enable a steam enging 
to develop nearly twice the power it 
does at present by the use of the ex- 
haust steam.

The American National Game Has Been Responsible 
for the Bank Accounts of Many Men 


Baseball affords one road to riches 
for the thrifty, industrious diamond 
star. Some have amassed fortunes 
during years of success in the big and 
little leagues, and many have doubled 
and trebled these savings. | Others, 
taking a lone whirl at some “good 
thing,” have struck it rich. 

Chances for accumulating wealth are 
better now t han in the palmy days of 
Goldsmith, Brouthers, Anson, Bennett 
or Flint, for the king pins now adorn- 
ing the championship clubs are draw- 
ing large salaries in comparison with 
the earnings of the “former giants.” 

Millionaire Comisky 

Wise men of the baseball firmament 
are unanimous in the selection of 
Charles A. Comisky. owner of the 
Chicago White Sox, as the wealthiest 
man now identified with the game who 
acquired his start in life while wearing 
the spikes But nobody ventures even 
a hint at the banking account — of 
the “Old Roman.” Te is quoted 
among the millionaires, however, and 
the man behind one of the biggest 
baseball plants known to the pastime. 

Cemiskey salted away his dimes and 
nickels at regular intervals — while 
wearing the brown at St. Louis, and 
later seized the opportunity to further 
swell the. savings until today he 
stands at the top of the heap among 
the financial powers of baseball. 


Connie is Thrifty 

Connie Mack, known in private life 
as Cornelius McGillicudily, who is 
driving his Athletics at a furious pace 
in’ the American league pennant 
scramble, has always led a frugal life, 
laying\ away his carnings as a player 
until the bank book boasted of some- 
thing really substantial. 

Later, Mack swung jhis dynamic 
forces into line with Benjamin Shibe, 
owner of the Philadelphian Americans 
and the Connie Mack of today, tall, 
raw-boned, and angular, possessed of 
wistful penetrating eyesight, and a 
bench’ manager par excellence, is re- 
puted wealthy. Mack is said to havea 
fourth interest in the Athletics, re- 
ceives a regular salary and cuts in at 
every season for one-quarter of the 
club’s profits. 

Ned Hanlon, one of the early pillars 
of the national game, and the present 
boss of all he surveys at Baltimore, 
sank his savings as a ball player in 
real estate ventures in Pittsburg; later 
acquired an interest in the Orioles, as 
well as the Philadelphia club and the 
rest was easy’ sailing. Today, Han- 
lon ranks among the wealthy men of 
the game Then there is George Ta- 
beau, commander-in-chief*at Kansas 
City. The sale of the Louisville fran- 
chise netted George $100,000. 

Now a Politician 

John K. Tener, once a Chicago idol, 
is serving in Congress and making his 
home near. Pitsburg. Jesse Burkett, 
known in the old days as one of the 
greatest batters in baseball annals, has 
stored away many a dollar He is now 
in charge of the Worcester club, to- 
gether with Jimmy Collins, who left 
Minnapolis last season to assume 
command of the Providence team. 


When his. playing days are over, Col- 
lins hopes to run a plant of his: own 
in the big leagues. 

: Fred'Clarke Has Money 

Fred Clarke doesn’t have to depend 
on the salary he draws from Dreyfus. 
Somewhere in the great corn belt of 
Kansas, at a place entitled Winfield, 
Clarke owns land. Originally Clarke 
got his start by purchasing land near 
Des Moines. Later oil was discovered 
on the property. Then Fred started 
to couht money. 

Hans Wagner, always a simple liv- 
er, goes along year after year sticking 
away the major portion of his pay, 
which is said to be $12,000 for. services 
rendered with the big stick. The Fly- 
ing Dutchman still resides with his 
chickens and buzz carts at the old 
homestead, Carnegie, Pa, 

Cy. Young, of the Cleveland team, is 
a farmer of high degree and has much 
wealth near Paoli, O., after twenty- 
one years‘ service 

Pirates are Saving ve 

Tommy Leach, Sam Leever, and 
Deacon Phillippi are other members 
of the piratical crew who have learned 
to cownt their savings in five figures, 
it is said, chiefly because they saved 
in the early days of their diamond ac- 
tivities. Clarke Griffiths, chief of the 
Cincinnati Reds, is a ranch owner at 
Craig, Mont. \ 

Fielder Jones, who piloted the Chi- 
cago White Sox to the world’s cham- 
pionship in 1906 and later retired to 
devote all his energies to the hut for 
riches in the apple orchards of ‘Ore- 
gon is named among the wealthy ball 
players. So is Billy Sullivan, one of 
the star backstops of the American, 
League, Mike and Joe Cantillion, 
men behind the Minneapolis club of 
the American Association, have saved 
many and many a dollar from their 
baseball ventures.

“Within a year I expect to be back 
in the bicycle business,” said a man 
who made a fortune years ago when 
the industry was atv its height, but 
who subsequently dropped it in Wall 
Street.

Frederick Villiers Thinks Canada 
Should Learn New Branch 
of War 


Ottawa, July 27.—Aecrial navigation 
has taken a firm hold upon Canadians 
everywhere. Much interest has been 
manifested this year throughout the 
country in the various aviation meets 
and in the evident determination of 
the military authorities eventually to 
establish a aviation branch of the 
militia service of the Dominion. 

Coming as it does on the eve of the 
initiation of the new naval establish- 
ment in the scheme of Canadian de- 
fence the recent declaration, of Mr. 
Frederick Villiers, the most famous 
of all living war corespondents, an- 
nounced his intention of moving his 
family from England to Canada to re- 
side for the remainder of his life, his 
pronouncement — carries additional 
weight to the Canadian mind. 

Referring, when here a few days 
ago, to the subject of Canada’s de- 
fence, he said: “It may sound like the 
suggestion of an impracticable dream- 
er, but I should recommend that the 
amount the Dominion contemplates 
spending in defence, in the future, 
should be deveoted to the develop- 
ment of the art of aviation, This i 
say’ may at present seem fantastic, 
but in future years one Will be safer 
in an areoplane than in an automobile. 

To figure in War. 

“Aviation will play a big part in 
the war of the future, and the coun- 
try that has developed it the highh- 
est will be the stronger one, Great 
Britain does not seem to annreciate 
this, and is consequently spending lit- 
tle or nothing on air craft. It would 
be an excellent thing for Canada to 
lead thhe way and be ready for theh 
coming war.” 

“The coming war? 

he was asked. 
“Ah, that is difficult to say whom 
first—but Germany sooner or later. 
See how much attention the Kaiser's 
government is paying to the art of air 
navigation. The Germans realize the 
importance of the new scheme, and 
will do all in their power to encour- 
age and develop it. The airship is 
the war craft of the future.” 

“Seventeen year ago I laid out a 
mimic war campaign for an singlish 
dailyy paper and invented a dirigible 
balloon to destroy an imaginary town 
in Russia. Everybody laughed at me 
and said 1 was mad, as it was impos- 
sible to steer such a thing against 
the wind. The sooner we realize the 
importance of the science of aviation 
as a factor in war the better it will 
be for the empire.”

RAILWAY FEARFUL TOLL 


Tresvasssing on the Right of Way the 
Lause, 


It is not generally understood how 
large a proportion of the deaths and 
injuries on the railroads of the United 
States is duc to the risks wilfully 
taken by trespassers who persist in 
using the right of way of a public 
thoroughfare. The annual report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the last eleven years shows that 
in this period 105,000 persons were 
killed or injured, and- that of. this 
total 50,000 were killed outright. The 
large ratio of fatalities to injuries, 
which is several times larger than the 
ratio that obtains in thhe case of ac- 
cidents to passengers and employees 
suggest that practically all these acci- 
dents were due to trespassers being 
struck by moving trains. 

There is no country in the world 
says the Scientific American, where 
loss of life due to trespassing on 
railroad approaches these figures. The 
difference is due to the stringent laws 
in Europe against trespassing, to the 
careful policing of the tracks, and 
especially to the fact that violations 
of the law are invariably punished. 
- The fatalities and injuries are most 
frequent where the railroads pass 
through manufacturing districts in 
which the tacks are lined with fac- 
tories. The railroad, frequently offers 
the shortest cut between the factory 
and the home, and statistics show that 
men of the laboring class are annu- 
ally killed by the hundred. Evidently 
the remedy is to be found in the 
thorough co-operation of city and 
country authorities with the roads in 
the rigid erforcement of the law ag- 
ainst trespass. 

So long as the public realizes that 
warning placards, railway watchmen 
and law against trespass are subject 
to the caprice of local magistrates 
who look with lenient cye upen of- 
fenders, trespassers will continue to 
walk on the tracks, and this horribly 
annual roll of deaths and injury will 
continue to increase.

FRENCHMAN’S PLOT 
AGAINST PRIESTS 


Extraordinary Evidence Brought 
Out Before Montreal City 
Council 


Montreal, Que., July 29 —Some pe- 
culiar evidence was heard yesterday 
afternoon by the committee of Ald- 
ermen appointed by the city council 
to investigate the charge that there 
was a plot organized by the French 
Free Masons of this city to bring a 
scandal on the Eucharistic Congress, 
which is to be held here in Septem- 
ber. t 

According to the evidence the lodge 
room was tapped and witnesses swore 
to what they claimed was said and 
one, Mr. C. A. Millette, on being 
sworn, claimed that he was present at 
the meeting of Emancipation Lodge 
on the night of February 11. lase 
some twenty or thirty of the mem 
bers being present. Amongst the 
questions taken up and discussed was 
the Eucharistic Congress plot. A 
member opened up on the matter of 
the plot by stating that he had a plan 
whereby the Eucharistic Congress 
could be destroyed and intimated te 
a huge scandal. 

The plan of campaign was simple. 
As ‘there was to be thousands’ of 
priests in the city in attendance at the 
Congress,yand as the accommodation 
for the proper housing of such a large 
number of Eucharistic visitors would 
be inadequate, it would be an, easy 
matter to inveigle severa|’ of the 
priests to houses of ill repute tinder 
the guise of directing them to res- 
pectable boarding houses; ,a photo- 
grapher was to be secured so that the 
clergyman placed in these compro- 
mising ” positions would be snapped 
and damaging evidence thus obtained. 

All the others present seemed-en- 
thusiastic over the project. Not one 
objected to the whole plan as being 
fraught with danger to all the mem- 
bers of the lodge if it were once dis- 
covered Specific mention was made 
of Grandchamps, inspector of police, 
who was to see that the offenders 
were arrested. After some discus- 
sion a comunittee was named to look 
into the project, the said. committee 
being composed of Messrs. Grand- 


champs, Larose, F. T. Beauchemin 
and Francois. Under cross-examina- 
tion the witness stated that he was 


present in the room when ‘he heard 
the conversation. He, with com- 
panions, hadurented a room under- 
neath the lodge room of the Emanci- 
pation and had rigged up ‘a contri- 
vance by tearing down part of the 
ceiling and installing certain acoustic 
apparatus whereby all that went on 
in the lodge room ‘could be heard. 
With him on the night in question, 
were Dr. J. C. Bourgun and Mr. Beau- 
pre. 

Mr. Beaupre followed and substan- 
tiated in’ every detail the testimony 
of the former witness. This witness 
was the one who brought out the fact 
that the Emancipationists were fully 
aware that in the affair they did not 
have. the sympathy of the English 
Masons,
